The Disputation over the Blessed Sacrament (or more 

appropriately, The Triumph of Religion), painted by Raphael 
between 1508 and 1511 in the Apostolic Palace in Vatican City, 
represents Christianity's victory over and the transformation of 
the multiple philosophical tendencies shown in the School of 
Athens fresco on the opposite wall. The theologians of the 
Disputation are not gathered in a vaulted temple like the 
philosophers of the School. Instead, their bodies make up the 
Church's architecture. They form one body, united in an 
ethereal apse flanking the Trinity and the Eucharist, that when 
consecrated becomes the body of Christ.

An U pdate on the H ard Realities We F ace.. 



As most of you are aware, for the past two and a half years the D iocese of 
Quincy (along with several other dioceses around the country) has been 
facing a legal battle over our properties and assets. The Episcopal Church 
is laying claim to each church building, checking account, savings account, 
and endowment fund... they are claiming ownership of every penny and 
every nail, as it were. 

The court date has finally been set for sometime in the middle of August, 
and it may take a good two weeks to a month for the judge to render his 
decision as to what is to become of parish properties and assets. 

If you recall our Bishop's pastoral letter in September, we were urged to 
make preparations for "what comes next" in the event that we lose the 
court case. Your rector, vestry and wardens have been preparing for just 
such an eventuality, and we are continuing to do all that we can to secure 
what resources we can legally secure and to make plans for the future. 0 nly 
time will tell which of these plans we may need to put into action. As I 
have been reminding us, WE ARE THE CHURCH - no matter if we are 
meeting in a chapel, a church building, a private home, a warehouse or a 
corn field. With that in mind, please follow these important directions: 

1. Continue to pray daily that God's will be done in all of this. 

2. Continue to pray daily for those who persecute us. 

3. Remember that this will soon be over, and we will be free to 
continue doing what we do as G race Anglican Church. 

4. Stay connected to the parish. Attend mass regularly - you will be 
able to stay abreast of what is going on. 

5. K now that our Wardens are updating a phone tree so that I can get 
important information to the parish in just a few hours' 

time. Please inform us if your contact information changes. 

6. KNOWTHAT JESUSCHRIST ISLORD AND SAVIOR!! 

We could find ourselves temporarily without a church building and no 
resources, to be brutally honest. We have known this for some time, of 
course, but we know something much more important - we have Jesus 
Christ and we have each other. If the court decision goes poorly, the other 
side gets the building... but we keep the Church, because WE are the 
Church. The Church is not a building - the Church is the Mystical Body of 
Christ.
